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T he Kevin Ward Mineral Collection 


John Kevin Ward was born on October 8, 1966 and 
spent his early years growing up in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia and Cold Spring, Kentucky. During the mid 
1970's, Kevin began to develop a strong interest in 
fossils and crystals since both could easily be found 
locally. During family outings to nearby creeks he 
found numerous geodes and he could easily find 
fossils in open fields within walking distance of 
home. 


Kevin's family moved to Mobile, Alabama in 1976, 
which ended his hands-on collecting opportunities 
and his interests shifted to art and coin collecting. 
Kevin built a large coin collection and began trading 
and selling coins at local flea markets and shows. 


Kevin attended the University of South Alabama 
where he studied art (including sculpture, photog- 
raphy, etching, lithography, and painting). During 
this time, he attended coin shows and conventions 
where he made college tuition money by dealing in 
rare coins. Kevin frequently traveled the country 
during the summer months to explore the western 
states. Colorado and Nevada were his favorites 
because of their mining and coin minting history. 


During his second year at the university, Kevin 
delved into mineralogy and mining history, and 
began to update his mineral collection with the help 
of a local mineral dealer. He spent time visiting min- 
eral shows around the country as well as exploring 
scores of abandoned mining towns from California 
to New Mexico to Montana. He did extensive 
research on the mineral history of Nevada and in 
particular, the towns of the Hwy 95 mining district 
from Rhyolite to Goldfield and Tonopah. Kevin 
graduated in 1996 with a bachelor's degree in Fine 
Art and Graphic Design and minors in History and 
Geology. 


Kevin has field-collected mineral specimens at hun- 
dreds of localities throughout the West, and contin- 
ues to do so at every opportunity. Some of his 
favorite memories are of collecting quartz in Mon- 
tana, calcite in Utah, silver, galena, sphalerite, and 
amethyst in Creede, Colorado, azurite and mala- 
chite in Jerome, Arizona, gold in Wickenburg, Ari- 
zona, and wulfenite, mimetite and copper minerals 
in southern Arizona. 


In 1996, at the urging of his father and a mineral 
dealer at a local show, Kevin began to build his first 
mineral website. The website debuted in July of 
1997 at www.themineralgallery.com, and has since 
been joined by www.exceptionalminerals.com in 
December of 2000. Through these two websites 
Kevin blends his education in art, graphic design, 
photography, and geology as well as his passion for 
minerals. He continues to travel and add to his col- 
lection through mineral shows and field exploration 
and has personally owned and sold specimens from 
many of the finest collections in the world. His min- 
eral photography has appeared in dozens of publi- 
cations and websites over the years. 


Kevin still maintains a strong interest in numismat- 
ics and recently completed and sold an outstanding 
set of Seated Liberty Dollars. He is now putting 
together an early American dollar set from 1794 to 
1803 and a collection of gold aurei and solidi repre- 
senting every Roman and Byzantine Emperor from 
44 BC to 1000 AD.

Major Kongsberg Silver Piece. What a super aesthetic combination of native wire silver growing atop calcite crystals with acanthite. This represents one of the 
most attractive examples from Kongsberg. At the base, there are two absolutely perfect rhombs of white calcite with sharp crystals of gray acanthite to the left. 
Situated in the middle is the “trunk” of the silver tree that starts at a thickness of about 1 cm and winds it way upwards, branches and all, to a height of nearly 
10 cm. The specimen is described as a tree because that’s exactly what it appears to be - an old, gnarly tree with two white boulders at the base of the trunk. It 


ilso hosts a perfect ring of wire silver which moves freely up and down the main wire. The ring is visible above at about 3 o'clock and is the trademark of this 
famous specimen. This specimen dates back to the 1800s and has a very impressive provenance.

A tremendous specimen of native 
wire silver on a massive acanthite base. This was one of only two specimens 
that appeared at the Denver Mineral Show and was immediately purchased 
by the consignor. The story behind this 10 cm tall wire-rope is pretty amaz- 
ing. A small find of wire silver was found in the late 1970s at the Dukat Mine 
which is mainly known for its massive acanthite ore. One of the miners, at 
some risk to himself at the time, saved a few specimens and put them into 
storage for posterity. The specimens were later sold and the two that appeared 
in Denver were possibly the two finest of the small number hoarded some 
three decades ago. This specimen exhibits superior grace and luster as well as 
the matrix base which is always preferred with silvers among collectors.

A stun- 
ning large plate of rhodochrosite rhombs with quartz, pyrite, and tetra- 
hedrite. Plates of this size are extremely rare today and seldom seen at min- 
eral shows anywhere. This plate is covered with glowing red rhodo crystals 
and some associated minerals for contrast. The largest crystals are around 2 
cm, but most average 1.5 cm in size. The plate is in excellent condition with 
only a few bumps here and there which are mentioned for accuracy. There 


are the normal incomplete crystals around the trim line, and at about 2

Extraordinary Cluster of Beryl / Emerald Crystals With Rutile. Rarely 
does one fine such a large, aesthetic specimen of emerald from North Car- 
olina. The consignor notes better specimens from the Rist Mine, but they are 
all in museums or carry a huge price tag. This specimen was acquired in Tuc- 
son. Not only is it aesthetic, but it is dramatic. The crystals are all complete 
and either terminated or rehealed on the terminations. There are no incom- 
plete crystals here. The fat emerald crystal at the bottom sits on a small 
amount of calcite matrix and is accented by lustrous rutiles around the base. 
It rises 3.5 cm until it finds an incredible 7 cm emerald, which angles 
upwards and intersects with a smaller 3.3 cm emerald which lends support to 
the entire arrangement. Both crystals are incredibly smooth for a North Car- 
olina specimen (usually etched) and are unusually appealing with excellent 
color. The 7 cm crystal also has a facet-like termination at the top. 


There is one repair on the this crystal but it is literally invisible. Apparently 
the largest emerald naturally came apart in the pocket due to its size. The 
crystal was professionally put back together, and the repair can’t be detected 
using a 10x loupe. This is a common occurrence with large gem crystals and 


in no way detracts from the specimen.

The 
Minesota Mine produced approximately. 34.7 million pounds of 
refined copper. It got its name from an error in the recording of the 
original deed, when the second “n” was accidently left out. It was 
never changed, and the Minesota name hung around. The Mine- 
sota Mine was more famous for its exceptionally large masses of 
native copper discovered underground. On March 7, 1857, a 527 
ton mass was discovered that would become the largest single mass 
of native copper ever found to this day.
